“ Then Allen said nobody could 
love her better than he did and if 
he could 
not have her,

could.” 
The step-mother said Howland 
then grabbed his wife with his 
left arm and she grabbed the little 
| boy and ran from the room as the 
shots were fired. 


Formerly Lived Here 
Mrs. Howland worked in W il­ 
mington until March 23, when she 
disappeared, leaving her paycheck 
and clothing, reports stated. 
Whore she had been since then 
was not 
known.

she had been in Washington D. C., 
but these were not confirmed. 
There was no explanation as to 
why she returned to Springfield. 
The Howlands formerly resided 
in Washington C. H. for sometime 
after they were married. He came 
here from Greenfield.

29s bombed Sinuiju last winter.

ners from 
Manchurian soil, e- 
rupted in the skies. One burst 
hit an American 
bomber 
and 
crippled it. but it made its way 
home safely. No

made by the escorting American 
fighter planes to dive and strafe 
the enemy ground guns -- but 
the pilots yearned to. 
The great Antung airbase stood

VIEN NA, April 16 —(PP) 
East 
Europe’s Communist governments 
are putting the “wire” back into 
the wireless radio to stop secret 
listening to western broadcasts. 
“ Radio by ware” is the latest 
attempt of hie Red governments in 
Hungary, Romania and Bulgaria 
to muffle the Voice of America, 
radio flee Europe and the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. 
Under this system, instead of 
buying a radio, yoq rent a loud­ 
speaker for a small monthly sum. 
It is connected by wire to a cen­ 
tral point in your town and you 
get the only the local Communist 
program. 
According to 
the 
Hungarian 
press, radio by wire,” is being in­ 
stalled 
in hundreds of villages 
where homes have no electricity 
Nine of Hungary’s largest cities 
also are building a network of out­ 
lets in workers’ homes. 
In Bulgaria, more than 40,000 
central points from where govern­ 
ment programs are relayed to in­ 
dividual homes have been set up, 
according to the newspaper Rabot- 
nitsehesko Delo. 
Western radio experts in Vien­ 


na said the big Communist cam­ 
paign to install “ radio by wire” 
apparently due to the effective­ 
ness of the voice and other west­ 
ern programs beamed to Com­ 
munist Europe. 
Newspaper and diplomatic re­ 
port- from the Balkans indicate 
the Communists 
also are 
using 
other methods to forestall any­ 
one listening to western programs 
As far as is known here, “ peo­ 
ples radios” are the only type now 
j being constructed in the Balkans. 
These receive only local station? 
Western diplomats ,n Hungary 
[ report that when they send their 
I own radios to repair shops they 
I come back adjusted to eliminate all 
I long distance programs. 
"It is to be supposed," a west­ 
ern official said, "the same thing 
happens to the radios owned by 
I the local people.”

They paid tribute their own 
way, with reverent silence and 
polite bows, during the general’s 
12-mile motor trip to Haneda Air­ 
port. 
Military associates gave

And, finally, the air was clear­ 
ed temporarily of busy military 
planes, so the Bataan could head 
directly for Hawaii. 
The general could not have had 
a more triifrnphant exit. 
MacArthur left behind sadness 
among the officers and men of 
his command—and their wives— 
who crowded by the hundreds a- 
round the edge of the airfield to 
see his departure. 
Maj. Martin W. Baumgaertner,

on our naval forces or any attempt 
to invade Japan. 
" I have heretofore publicly, and 
in the privacy of committee coun­ 
cil,” he wrote, "expressed opposi­ 
tion to the use of atomic weapons 
and related weapons in the Korean 
conflict. 


"But now', I believe the calamit­ 
ous danger which we and the free 
world face requires some such 
forthright policy.” 
Telling Mr. Truman he hesitated 
to make the suggestion because 
he is “ in no way, a military ex­ 
pert,” Gore said he had recom­ 
mended millions of dollars in ap­ 
propriations for the atomic pro­ 
gram "all for the purpose of sav­ 
ing the freedom of our country and 
the lives of people.”
